Council Acts to Clarify 
Status of City Employes 


The Dixon city council Tuesday 


night approved amendments to two 
city ordinances clarifying the clas- 
sification of city police and fire- 
men. 
^ 


According to' the amendments, 


city police and firemen, with the 
exception of the chiefs, are to be 
designated as city employes and 
not city officials. 


Throughout ordinances pertain- 


ing to police and firemen, this is 
not made clear. Certain portions 
of them refer to police and firemen 
as both officials and as employes. 


The clarification was necessary, 


according to Mayor William Sloth- 
ower, so that there will be no mis- 
understanding of their position In 
the city government where mat- 
ter* of workmen'* compensation 
are concerned. 


Slothower explained that under 


(he workmen's compensation pro- 


visions, only employes of the city 
and not officials, such as the chiefs 
and elected officer*, are covered 
by workmen's cdmpensation.

Charles Case, Wyoming township, 
the board voted to have State's 
Atty. James Bales outline the pro- 
cedure for conducting a referen- 
dum and to determine if it could 
be held during the April primaries. 


Supervisor Case brought up the 


question of the health department. 
He questioned whether the county 
was getting its money's worth. 


$36.000 Buclcrt 


According to Case, the health de- 


partment receives approximately 
$36,000 a year to operate. 


During the war. Case said, the 


health department was set up by 
the federal government, which paid 
expenses. However, when fighting 
ceased, the county was informed 
it would have to handle costs if it 
wanted to keep the department. 


In 1946, Lee county voted in fa- 


vor of a county health unit. Case 
believed the people should have a 
chance to vote on its continuance. 


To have a referendum, it is nec- 


essary that five per cent of the 
registered voters in two-thirds of 
Lee county's townships sign a peti- 
tion favoring the referendum. 


The state's attorney has been 


assigned the task of determining 
whether there is time for a refer- 
endum during the primaries and 
whether the law permits one then, 
'f not, it is likely to come up in 
he fall. 


Higby Outspoken

ing more than "harummmph" and 
"hmmmmm" once his message is 
delivered. 


Any defection from the Republi- 


can ranks, in a congress where 
the parties, are so evenly divided, 
will make it all that more urgent 
for Eisenhower to have Democratic 
support on his major proposals. 


This being an election year, it is 


hardly likely the Democrats would 
make blanket promises of support 
or that Eisenhower would ask 
them to. By the time this session 
n two months told all of Eisen- 
hower's gestures of goodwill may 
have been forgotten.

Ike Should Offer iviilitary Cuts 


In Realistic Terms 


The full, rounded picture of President Eisenhower's 


prospective defense spending program has not yet been pre- 
sented. But some of its salient features have been unofficially 
reported, and they form a basis for some preliminary judg- 


mCn Evidently the president intends to slash the defense 
budget for fiscal 1955— starting next July— by perhaps $4 
billion. In addition there will be cuts in related foreign aid 
programs. Further reductions are planned for the two toi- 


^T^hesTcuts will have to be accomplished despite in- 
creased outlays for the air force and our domestic atomic de- 
fense. That means that the heavy burden of reduction will 
fall upon the army and navy. 
Some savings undoubtedly will be possible through elim- 


ination of unnecessary jobs and other managerial efficiencies. 
But the military experts realize such economies will not be 
sufficient to achieve the administration's objective. 
* 
» • 


Consequently, plans reportedly will call for an 18 per 


cent reduction this coming year in the army s uniformed 
manpower. And the projected slash in naval funds may 
force the navy to decommission about 10 per cent of the 
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. 
The army is said to feel that it cannot absorb this cut 


without taking two of its 20 divisions out of service. 


Impartial military observers argue, with apparent good 


reason, that cuts deep enough to compel shelving this much 
of the active armed force cannot be defended on the ground 
of "more defense for less money," or even equ&l defense. The 
Eisenhower administration seems plainly to be planning less 
defense. 
That does not mean, however, that the proposed cuts 


cannot be defended at all. Out of the discussions among the 
joint chiefs of staff, key administration defense and fiscal 
officials and the president himself has emerged the evident 
conviction that the country can do with less defense in the 
years immediately ahead. 


This conviction reflects a growing notion that Russia 


does not want a general war and in the fullest sense is not 
prepared for one. It reflects also the belief that a United 
States saddled too long with crushing defense and foreign 
aid burdens will be no great help to the free world in a crisis. 


Since we of course cannot really know the minds of the 


men in the Kremlin, this new policy is a calculated risk taken 
'in an always perilous time. But sober Americans charged 
with safeguarding their country, and they include a presi- 
dent with a lifetime of important military service, believe 
the risk can be taken. 


When the time comes for the president to make his case 


for a smaller defense program, he should present it in these 
hard, realistic terms. Any attempt by him or his cabinet 
officers to offer it with the sugar-coating of "more defense 
for less" would be a disservice to the American people.

But there was so much material in this classification 
that Defense Secretary C. E, Wilson put out a supple- 
mentary order saying that security officers would have 
until March 15, 1954, to change classifications on "Re- 
•trlcted" material.

flood of formerly "Restricted" material to write about 
an getting little or nothing. 


Request! for the release of "Restricted" material in 


general are met with demands for specific items they 
want declassified. Not having the original material from 
which new* dispatches could be written, reporters are, 
of coum, stymied.

"Confldent'kl" or "Secret" and not made public.

PROBLEM OF "CARE" 


Paul Comly French, .executive director of CARE—the 


Cooperative for American Remittances to Europe—is try- 
Ing to find some formula for moving U. S. food surpluses 
for foreign relief. The value of these surpluses is now 
estimated at $5 billion. It is expected to reach $« billion 
before June 30. Storage charges alone on these surpluses 
are over $480,000 a day—nearly $185 million a year—at 
least that much could be saved if the surpluses could be 
got rid of. 


Mr. French points out, however, that the transporta- 


tion charge* for moving 14 billion worth of these surpluses 
from the midwest to seaboard would be $200 million. The 
question is: Where and how to raise that much? The for- 
eign governments who need Uw food ftUnply don't have 
that kind of ouocy.

names or information. 


The Canadian government had 


said all names and information 
supplied by Gouzenko in 1945 had 
been passed on to the U. S. Federal 
Bureau of Investigation.

The reasons for the red figure, 


according to Sproul, are found in 
Illinois retirement fund payments 
and payments toward the amortiza- 
tion of the det against the home. 


A yearly total of $3,593.61 is paid 


into the retirement fund for em- 
ployes and $2,243.66 toward amor- 
nzation. 


Sproul contended that in comput- 


ing the home's cost and income for 
previous years, the items were 
overlooked as part of the expense, 
presenting a better financial pic- 
ture than actually existed. 


In addition to his request for

The doctor said Tybor's last 


medical examination was Nov. 17, 
and it showed Tybor did not have 
any psychosis and was vicious 
only when intoxicated. He said the 
medical report stated Tybor could 
be given an absolute discharge, 
"with the hope that he won't cause 
any trouble." 


Dr. Paul Hletko, a psychiatrist 


and acting chief medical officer 
for the welfare department, testi- 
fied that on the basis of Tybor's 
past history, he would rot have re- 
leased him.

Detective Frank Grady of the po-

writing He said examination by 
handwriting experts has not been 
completed.

(D-Ga) said today he had let the 
administration know he would go 
along with "a reasonable increase" 
in the national debt limit if neces- 
sary. 


The veteran senator, who attend- 


ed Tuesday's White House confer- 
ence at which Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders were briefed on 
some aspects of the Eisenhower 
program, 
emphasized, 
however. 


that any boost in the present 275- 
billion-dollar sdebt limit still was 
distasteful to him. 


In a separate interview, Sen. 


Flanders (R-Vt) said he, too, "felt 
inclined" to vote for a hike in the 
ceiling of up to 10 billion dollars 
with the hope it would not have to 
be used. 


These developments improved 


chances that the senate will pass 
some sort of debt ceiling boost al- 
though some members, including 
Sen. Byrd (D-Va) remain adamant 
against it. 


The issue is before the senate 


finance committee, which bottlec 
up the administration's request for 
a 15-billion-dollar increase at the 
close of the 1953 session after the 
house had passed it. 


George, former chairman of the 


finance group and now its senior 
Democratic member, wields con 
siderable influence among his col 
leagues. Both he and Flanders 
voted in the committee against th 
increase last August. 


The national debt now is within

End Comes Quietly at 
His Castle in Desert 


STOVEPIPE WELLS, Calif. —<ffl 


—Death Valley Scotty died Tues- 
day night in his beloved cast!-, a 
three-million-dollar showplace in 
the desert wilderness. 


Scotty, 81, was California's most 


famous prospector since the gold 
rush, and the adventuresome and 
mysterious* tales of his gold strikes 
were legion. 


Yet the only treasure he is 


known to have come by was the 
wealth of his late friend and bene- 
factor, Albert Mussey 
Johnson, 


Chicago insurance executive. John- 
son kept him in style. 


Had Hemorrhage 


Dr. E. Vasse Wallace, of Las 


Vegas, Nev., said Scotty died of a 
gastro-intestmal hemorrhage. Wal- 
lace said he had been treating 
Scotty—whose true name was Wal- 
ter Scott—for the past five years. 


Wallace said he was summoned 


Tuesday 
afternoon and 
found 


Scotty in grave condition at the 
castle, 173 miles northwest of Las 
Vegas. 


He said the colorful old desert 


rat was conscious until the end, 
and died quietly. At his bedside 
was Mary Liddecoat, president of 
the Gospel Foundation of Califor- 
nia, who had been Scotty's con- 
stant companion during the last 
two years. 


Johnson, actual owner of the cas- 


tle, conveyed the property to the 
gospel foundation upon his death 
about six years ago. He provided, 
however, that Scotty was to live 
there the remainder of his life, if 
he desired, and a suite was main- 
tained for him, said Walter Webb, 
business 
representative 
of 
the 


foundation. 


Scotty leaves a widow, Josephine 


Scott, 77, who has been living in 
Long Beach, Calif., for the last 18 
years; a son. Navy Lt. Walter P. 
Scott, 39, who is stationed at the 
naval air station at Oak Harbor, 
Wash.; and two grandchildren, 
Walter P. Scott jr., 13, and Kath- 
leen, 13. 
Mrs. Scott told a reporter .that

Legendary Figure 


A fiee-handed spender and a 


high-flying entertainer, Scotty be- 
came one of ths legendary figures 
of California's romantic history. 


He went to Death Valley soon 


alter the turn of the century. It 
was from Goldfield, Nev., how- 
ever, that the first reports came 
of a big gold strike Scotty was 
supposed to have made. Goldfield 
is 60 miles from Scotty's first 
Death Valley shack. ' 


Scotty let everybody guess. But 


he also let all his friends enjoy 
the fruits of his good'fortune, what- 
ever the source was. 


"When I die, tell the world I 


had a run for my money," he fre- 
quently told his friends. 


His castle in Death Valiey '.5 a 


great stone mansion in one of the 
most desolate areas of the United 
States. For years it has been a 
mecca for tourists. Scotty and his 
mining partner, Johnson, built it 
in 1922. 


"I live by the rules that news- 


paper fellow Joseph Pulitzer told 
me long ago in New York," Scotty 
told some of his intimates. "He 
told me never to show my hole 
card, never to commercialize and 
always to play to the gallery and 
never mind the dress circles." 


He was a mysterious figure on 


the desert. By some he was de- 
scribed as the richest and most 
successful prospector of all. Weird 
tales abound about his wealth. 


He once told of spending ei(jht

NEW YORK U&—The mildness of 
he winter in many section* has 
cut profits and undermined prices 
n a number of industries—like 
fuel and apparel. It has helped 
others—like utilities and ice cream 
makers. It has caused men to be 
aid off work. It has kept others at 
work longer than they had expect- 
ed. 


The winter's mild temperatures 
n the Northeast have-been a blow 
;o the oil industry which had count- 
ed a bigger demand for fuel oil. 
Warm weather has added to the 
troubles of the coal industry. It 
has enabled the fast-spreading nat- 
ural gas pipelines to supply all 
customers so far without any of 
the spot shortages that cropped up 
in former cold spells. 


Boats Operate 


Ore boats plied the Great Lakes 


longer than usual and supplied the 
steel mills with all the iron ore 
they'll need until spring. Northern 
ports we're free of ice much later 
:han usual. 


Utility and railroad repair crews 


have had less to do this winter, 
thereby saving 
their companies 


money. Businessmen got their or- 
ders booming. Owners of drive-in 
movies profiled. 


Merchants complained that the 


warm fall kept customers out of 
their stores. The hoped-for big sell- 
ing of clothing fizzled. The ads an- 
nouncing big after-Christmas clear- 
ance sales on overcoats tell the 
story. 


Not only did some people re- 


frain from buying new overcoats 
this year, but others may be rack- 
nig up an extra year's wear out of 
the old one by not using it much 
this year. If so, merchants fear 
next year's overcoat sales could be 
hurt, too. 


Fur coats have had a poor year, 


too.
